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Subject of Review: Defined as ‘multi-enterprising’ farm households, one-third of all farm households 
generate additional household income by engaging in enterprising ventures 
independent of commodity production itself.  ‘On-farm diversification’ activities 
include non-traditional production and marketing of alternative farm goods and 
services such as custom work, agritourism, and direct sales of output to consumers.  
Off-farm business ventures include operating an off-farm business in the nonfarm 
economy.  This report uses the 2007 Agricultural Resource Management Survey to 
examine the characteristics of multi-enterprising farm households.   
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
